For a good many years Sen. 
Harry S. Byrd (D-Va) was the 
darling of the Grant Old Party 

hierarchy. 
For the last 
half of the 
Roosevelt ad- 
ministration, 
and throughout 
that of Harry 
S. Truman, the 
Republican 
chorus was 
sounding off 
with almost 
daily adulatory 
hosannas and loud ‘‘amens’’ in 
honor of Sen. Byrd. The Vir- 
ginian was a gadfly to the 
makers of budgets. He was a 
voice crying in the wilderness 
of less spending. And the GOP 
loved it because it was’ directed 

at the Democrats. 


The more ardent among them 
mourned they could not nomi- 
nate this great public leader on 
the GOP ticket. They berated 
the Democrats for failure more 
or less unanimously to nominate 
him for the presidency. 


‘Brains’ 

When the Republicans cam- 
paigned in 1952 on promises of 
bringing ‘“‘the best brains’’ to 
«Washington, they were very con- 
descending about the problems. 
These were, they said, not dif- 
ficult, requiring only GOP 
brains. Balancing the budget, 
lowering taxes, and otherwise 
getting things in order, were 
really very simple. 

The budget isn’t yet balanced. 

There is. increasing evidence 
that where the Democratic ad- 
ministration had been corrupt in 
small and petty instances, the 
Republicans were, and are, ex- 
pansively corrupt in fields of 
special privilege. Their influ- 
ence peddling has run imto the 
hundreds of thotsands of @ofars 
in several cases, aS against a 
few mink coats and deep 
freezes by a handful of shabby 
five-percenters in the Demo 
cratic ranks. 

President Eihenhower’s 1956 
budget has been out long enough 
for examination. 

And Sen. Byrd has put crit- 
ical eye on it and reached a 
conclusion. 

It is that the GOP is piling, up 
10U’s for which they so severely 
criticized the Democrats, at an 
even more furious rate. Sen. 
Byrd, erstwhile idol of the out- 
of-office-Republicans, now says: 

“When President Eisenhower 
came into office he and Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Humphrey 
criticized the Democrats for 
leaving behind a _ tremendous 
amount of commitments in un- 
expended balances. of. funds. 
They couldn’t balance the budg- 
et because of these commit- 
ments. Now they are trying to 
pile up IOU’s of the same kind.”

Faking 

Byrd said the predicted sur- 
plus of 435 million dollars repre- 
sents ‘“‘precarious’’ budget bal- 
ancing, inasmuch as Eisenhower 
included in his revenue esti- 
mates’ an increase in postal 
rates Byrd said he does not be- 
lieve Congress will vote. 

“There certainly isn’t room in 
this budget for tax cutting and 
in the end I don’t believe Con- 
gress is going to cut taxes,”’ he 
said. ‘‘Any reductions that were 
made would have to be so small 
that they wouldn’t be worth any- 
thing politically to their spon- 
sors.”’

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Economic Report Is 
Largely ‘New Deal’ 


President Eisenhower's encouraging 
economic report lends itself to many in- 
terpretations but its one outstanding fea- 
ture is its apparent adoption—lock, stock 
and barrel—of New Deal economic philos- 
ophy and its acknowledgement that gov- 
ernment must play a major role in pro- 
moting the welfare of all the people. 

Much of his thinking and many of his 
proposals will make the dying vestiges of 
the Old Guard cringe in horror. Other 
parts of it again will make the most rabid 
New Dealers and Fair Dealers green with 
envy. In fact, they could charge political 
piracy from every stump if it were of any 
value. 

Democrats, of course, will have a real 
reason to cry “foul” as the President 
claims for his administration the credit 
for “tempering the impact of unemploy- 
ment, old age, illness and blighted 
neighborhoods on people, yet not impair- 
ing self-reliance.” They will scream about 
“extending the automatic workings of our 
fiscal system that tend to offset or cushion 
changes in income arising from economic 
activity.” 

They will actually disbelieve that any 
GOP administration is willing to admit 
that it “acts promptly and resolutely 
when either recessionary or inflationary 
influences in the general economy become 
evident.” 

The farmer will be shocked to learn 
that the administration has promoted 
economic prosperity by attacking the 
“fundamental causes of weakness in the 
farm situation.” His income is still de- 
clining and the administration is just 
now getting around to a new program 
that may or may not alleviate it. 

The President showed, however, that 
his administrtaion advisers are concerned 
about the mounting consumer debt. He is 
asking for re-enactment of the Demo- 
cratic measure that gave the Federal Re- 
serve Board authority to regulate credit 
terms. 

The President is right in saying that 
tax reductions should wait awhile. If 
the national debt is ever to be reduced 
and if the budget is ever to be balanced, 

must be during this period of high 
prosperity. It cannot be done, however, if 
election year politics force more spend- 
ing and a tax reduction. 

The report was optimistic and strictly 
New Dealish. It deserves analysis on the 
basis that this is indeed an election year.

Marvin Moate, speaker of the Georgia 
House amd chairman of a special commit- 
tee to get to the bottom of the matter, 
has announced that Georgia will move 
with caution, if it moves at all. 

When Georgia ceded her western ter- 
ritory, Alabama was one of the states 
formed from Georgia’s old lands. Geor- 


gia, however, reserved the entire river 
for herself. This sole ownership werried

no one for years, but now that the Chat- 
tahoochee, thanks to locks and dams, is 


becoming a thing of value, Alabama 
wants part of it. Specifically, Alabama 
wants enough of the river to be able to 


build docks out to the channel. 

As the proprietorship matter stands, 
these properties would be in Georgia and 
not in Alabama and therefore subject to 
Georgia laws, regulations and taxes. Ala- 
bama’s position in the matter is clear.

State Chamber Proposes 
Small Business Aid 


J.'J. McDonough, president of the 
Georgia State Chamber of Commerce, has 
announced that the chamber will organ- 
ize a Statewide industrial corporation to 
rovide a new source of venture capital 
for small businesses. 

The announcement followed a rece 
ommendation from a 15-member comfm- 
mittee of the Georgia Bankers Association 
that such a corporation be formed The 
idea is to provide a financial pool which 
would enable existing small firms in 
Georgia to expand and help new busi- 
nesses to become established in the state. 

The proposal is in line with modern 
trends throughout the country. Many 
States already have or are setting up 
similar corporations to assist with in- 
ternal economic development. 

As explained by the committee chair- 
man, Mills B. Lane, president of the 
Citizens and Southern National Bank, 


: 


stock in the corporation will be sold to 
Georgia business institutions first and 
later to individuals. The venture capital 
thus established will provide a revolving 
fund and know-how for small businesses 
and will assist them in establishing sound 
credit. 

The corporation will assist the 81 local 
industrial corporations already existing in 
Georgia and will work closely with cham- 
bers of commerce and local banks in 
promoting economic progress. 

It is gratifying that Georgia's private 
financial resources today are such that a 
project of this nature can be undertaken. 
Lack of sources of credit and guidance 
for small businesses and development of 
native industry have been a definite fac- 
tor in the slowness of such development 
in the past. It gave rise, too, to the various 
government agencies dealing in credit 
for industrial and agricultural develop- 
ment. 

The state chamber and Georgia bank- 
ers are to be commended for taking the 
initiative in a field where’ opportunities 
are almost unlimited in the present cli- 
mate of growth.

Is a Greener Pasture 


Tree farming, both by individuals 
and corporations, continues to receive 
every encouragement. 

For instance, the Union Bag and Paper 
Corporation, with its main plant in Sa- 
vannah, has annonuced the biggest refor- 
estation program in its history. The com- 
pany will plant on its own acres and give 
away to interested persons 17,000,000 pine 
seedlings. 

Tree farming is a relative newcomer 
to the agricultural setup of the section, 
but ranks now as one of the most impor- 
tant of Southern enterprises. With 3,672,- 
979 acres officially classified as tree 
farms, Georgia leads the nation in this 
respect. 

With the rise of the pulp industry in 
the South, forestry products have as- 
sumed paramount importance. While 
pines will grow untended, proper plant- 
ing, care and selective cutting can in- 
crease considerably the cash yield per 
acre. 

Tree farming, naturally, is practiced 
by the corporations that own the palp 
mills and have bought thousands of acres 
to help secure their source of supply. A 
great majority of Georgia forest lands, 
however, are owned by individuals with 
a splendid opportunity to serve them- 
selves and help insure the state’s indus- 
trial future by proper forestry practices.

There can be no doubt that most Georgians believe that segrega- 
tion should and must be maintained in the public schools. 
This applies to Negrh as well as white citizens. 


Pro-segregation measures have 
received the overwhelming ap- 
proval of Georgia voters time eft- 
er time although many citizens 
have deplored inflammatory tac- 
tics resorted to by some politicians 
as a means of feathering their 
own nests. 

In a 1954 referendum, Georgians 
approved standby powers for the 
Legislature to be used as a “‘last 
resort” measure to preserve seg- 
regation in the schools. 

Last week several bills were in- 
troduced in the General Assembly 
which are designed to give Gov. 
Marvin Griffin authority to abolish 
the public schools and set up a 
“private. school’ system if the in- 
tegration issue is forced. 

It is significant that voters of 
Virginia, known as a state of con- 
servatism, have approved a “‘pri- 
vate school’’ plan which likewise 
would be used only if all other 
efforts to maintain segregation 
fail. 

It should be obvious to all think- 
ing people that the school problem 
must be handled circumspectly. A 
good school system must be pre- 
served, whatever it is called. 

The people of Georgia have la- 
bored too long and too hard to 
build up their schools to have them 
destroyed or their effectiveness 
impaired. 


The General Assembly, acting 
on the mandate of the people, has 
a great responsibility. The major 
concern remains the best interests 
of our children.

GOP Is ‘Unleashing’ 


Vice President Nixon 


WASHINGTON—What is going on in the minds 
of political managers—their private thoughts and 
worries—often can be read in certain moves on 


no one planned it—it just happened. It was pure and 


have often wondered what my life 
would have been if a man in New 
Jersey had not suddenly died. It 
was just chance—but my entire 
life will always be different be- 
cause of it. 

How did you meet your wife or 
your husband? I was talking to a 
couple the other day who told me 
they met on a blind date. Neither 
of them planned it—it was just 
luck. 

In his book, ‘‘Christ the Truth,” 
Archbishop Temple tells about a 
man walking down the street. A 
sudden gust of wind blew over a 
chimney on a house, one of the 
bricks hit the man on the head 
and killed him. The wind had 
blown against that chimney many 
times, but this particular wind 
happened to blow over it and 
this man happened to be walking 
under it at that particular second. 
You cannot explain a thing like 
that except by saying it was pure 
chance or luck. If the man had 
been a second earlier or later, he 
would not have been hit. 

Therefore, is life simply a mat- 
ter of luck or chance? We mus 
look at this further tomorrow. 
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the checkerboard of politics. An example is the “unleashing” of Vice 
President Nixon, who recently has taken the stump again after a 
period of comparative retirement during the convalescence of Presi- 


dent Eisenhower. 

His speech-making mission re- 
veals that GOP managers are con- 
cerned currently most about two 
issues — farm and foreign policy;

congressional elections that pro- 
voked so much bitterness among 
Democrats. 

The 43-year-old vice president's 
style of campaign oratory is worth 
analysis because of the hich value 
put upon it by party leaders and 
also because in the coming months 
we are likely to hear a good deal 
of it from him. 

Nixon relies much upon the pow- 
er of suggestion by which, with- 
out becoming very specific, he 
often leads his audiences to infer 
things which he does not actually 
say. 

Another of his devices is to cast 
a sinister cloud over the opposi- 


tion — in short. to make Demo 


crats look like deep-dyed villains. 


He achieves this effect by innuen- 
do and insinuation. 


Another device of Vice President 
Nixon is to single out personali- 
les and indict them with blame 
for whatever is presently disturb- 
ing the voters.*That personal dra 
matization is sometimes effective. 
For example, he saddled former 
President Truman with full re 
sponsibility for the present plight 
of the farmer and in foreign policy 
he singled out Adlai Stevenson as 
his symbol with an intriguing “‘if 
he had become president” tech 
nique. 

Perhaps most beguiling of his 
platform attributes is that square, 
earnest face with the bulldog chin 
and the air of sincerity that he 
exudes as he talks. Such a nice- 
looking young man could not say 
what he is saying unless he was 
absolutely sure of what he was 
talking about — that is the reace 
hon among so many who heat 
him. 

It was that theatrical effect 
trahsposed to television that got 
him out of the dilemma in the

and the linens to eliminate the 
unpleasant odor that permeated 
them. But Roger went on 
cooing, giggling and erupting. 

There are several reasons 
why babies regurgitate. Some 
are serious and require 
thorough study for diagnosjs 
and correction. Roger was an 
example of “‘spitting up’’ in a 
well infant. 

The stomach is a _ flexible 
sac that looks like an oversized 
pear with an opening at both 
ends. Food is churned in the 
stomach 2 to 4 hours before 
it enters the small intestine. 

Infants usually have the 
same digestive ability as 
adults. A few digest fats with 
difficulty though they have lit- 
tle or no trouble with carbo- 
hydrates and proteins. This 
means that some food lags be- 
hind and the emptying time is 
delayed. 

Roger proved to be one of 
these youngsters. Whenever he 
became active and more ex- 
uberant than usual, a small 
amount was regurgitated peri- 
odically. The situation is con- 
trolled easily by removing 
much of the fat from the form- 
ula. A few infants continue the 
practice even though the diet 
is watched carefully. 

The manifestation often dis- 
appears spontaneously when 
the youngster is held erect, as 
the force of gravity corrects 
the situation. This is one rea- 
son why an Indian mother car- 
ries her papoose on her back. 
This is mentioned only as a 
suggestion; I doubt if many 
mothers will take it seriously. 

The situation is different 
when vomiting occurs in a 
baby who is not progressing 
normally. If allergy is suspect- 
ed, a change in formula is help- 
ful; tots who are sensitive to 
cow’s milk, for example, im- 
prove quickly when given soy- 
bean milk. 

On the other hand, X ray may 
be needed to track down the 
cause as infants are not im- 
mune to gastrointestinal dis- 
eases, including peptic ulcer.
